My Lord, 

Here was never a time, wherel ftood in need of your 

; learn'd Converfation as much as I now do, nor ever any, 
where I had lefs opportunity to enjoy it. For lam hur. 

ried away with bufinefs , and chat coo with fo little refpite, that a 
Mile or two keeps me at a diftance from the perfons for whom [ 
have the greateft veneration. In the meanwhile feveral Gentle- 
men, who judge of my Learning by fuch a bold Attempr, as the 
writing of Ademoirs for the Ingenious, propofe to me difficult Que- 
ftions in all forts of Sciences, as tho’ I were a living Library, or had 
an Encyclopedia ip my head. They mayremember (4) chae my firtt 
defign was co tranflate the Phyfical and Mathematical Memoirs of Pa- 
ris, and fome Obfervations out of the ‘Fowrnal des Savans, if at any 
time the Learn’d of this Kingdom fhould not fupply me with 4 
{ufficient number of Papers to fill up a monthly Book. But either 
by neglect or misfortune, | could get but one of the French Memuirs, 
fince Augu/? 1692, the Sournal des Savans has few things befides 
Abftracts; and the Ingenious of this Country fend me Obje@tions 
and Problems, inftead of Experiments and Differtations: In fach 
hard circumftances, there is little likelihood, that I can continue !on- 


ger chan this year- 7 
The only comfort I have is, that this way of writing Letters, af- 


fords me an occafion to court the friendfhip of the Learn’d, and to. 


return publick Thanks to thofe that have not defpis’d a Foreigner, 
who had no other Friends or Recommendation but his Pen. Your 
Lordfhip being one of che firft, who has giv’n me fenfible marks of 
his affection, I ought not to have been fo backward in (hewing my 
acknowledgment: But what could I offer to the celebrated Doétor 
Lloyd, that was not too trivial for him, tho I fhould penetrate into 
the innermoft recefles of Antiquity, both Sacred and Prophane, un- 
fold the moft intricate difficulties of Chronology, and explain the moft 
puzling paflages of the Holy Writ, of the ancient Fathers, and o- 
cher Greek and Latin Authors? But Iam not like ever to attain to 
fuch a high degree of knowledge ; for Chronology, Hiftory, and Philo- 
logy, are not complicated Lines, Numbers or Idea’s, which can be dif- 
incangled,, 
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iatangled, and put into aclear and methodical order by meditation > 
but they confift of matters of Faét, that require an univerfal rerd- 
ing, and fuch a vaft and compleat Library,as is far beyond my Means, 
and, perhaps, thofe of any private Man. However, after many de- 
liberations, chufing rather to be thought prefumptuous, than to be 
accus¢ of UneratefulnefS , I humbly prefene your Lordthip with 
fome thoughts concerning one of the chief Objections agaiaft the 
Immortality of the Sorl. 

A Gentleman, who does not fabfcribe his Name, asks my Anfiver 
to fome Difficulties he findsin the fuppofed tranf{mutation of Nebz- 
chadnezzar: ‘This Tranfmutation, /ays he, was either real, or only a 
‘ madnefs, (ome fuch diftemper as that which the Phyficians cali Zy- 
‘ canthropia ; wherein the affected perfons fancying to be turn’d inte 
‘Wolves , become as cruel and dangerous to Men as thofe mur- 
‘ thering Beafts, if they be not fecur’d. Granting that che Tran{mu- 
‘tation was real, you mu{t own withal, that che rational Sou! can be 
‘annihilated; or what is all one, that ic can be reduc’d to the lowett 
‘ Species of Spirits, if Beafts have any fort of thoughts. Neicher 
‘willie ferve your turn to have recourfe to raving Difeafes; for what 
‘does it help a mad Man to be endued with Reafon , if he be not 
‘confcious of it? What were the thoughts of that frantick Empe- 
‘rour, during thofe feven years, that he ate grafs as Oxen, his hairs 
‘ evew like Eagles feathers, ana hes nails like Birds claws? Dan.iv.3 2533. 
‘ Did his rational Faculty fleep fo long 2If not, what weakned on 2 
‘fudden that magnanimous Soul, who could head numerous Arties, 
‘ and rule fo many and fo large Kingdoms ? 

This is the thort of my anonymous Adverfary’s Objections, which 
I do not diffemble in the leaft. I anfwer then, That the Tranfmu- 
tation was not real, but only a M2dnefs: Becaufe fuch a Tran{mura- 
tion is impoffible ; not outof any defect of power in God, for all 
the Creatures would be annihilated, if he only ceas‘d to will their 
exiftence ; but by reafon that the moft perfect Being cannot alrer 
his Will, or be liable to Inconfancy, which proceeds froth want of 
fore-knowledge; he {hall never ceafe to will the exiftence*of his 
Creatures, and therefore they fhall never ceafe to fubfift. °° 7 

This is the chief watural ground of the Immortality of my Sdn! : 
for any confcious to my feif, that my Soul and my Body aré two 
diftinst Subftances, (ince notwithftanding their ftri& union in this 
life, they act independently from each other in feveral oceations. For 
inftance, my Soul (1 underftand by this word the principle of my 
thoughts ) contributes nothing to the digettion of the Aliments, and 
divers orher mechanick actions of the Body: and the Body is but a 

Aaaz2 remote, 
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remote, and not an immediate caufe of moft of the fpeculative No- 
tions and Operations of my Sou!. I grant that the Senfes are the 
occafional caufe of moft of my Senfations and Idea’s. I fhou!ld nor 
have the Idea of a Tree, had 1 never feen nor heard of it, but having 
once yotten it, all che Trees in the World might be annibilated, and 
my on Eyes and Ears too, that [fhould not ceafe to have it. The 
Reafon of jt is, that neither the Senfes nor the Soul are the Crea- 
cors, if I may ufe chat expreffion, of thofe Idea’s, but the Senfes are 
only as fo many Windows, through which tne Soul receives or con- 
templates that {piritual light, which fubfifts, from all Eternity, in the 
infinite Wifdom, the Creator of the Worid, and the fupreme rea- 
fon of all Intelligences, who communicates it to finite and fubor- 
dinate Spirits, according to the different reach of their Capaci- 
ties. 

But againft this ic may be urg’d, That the Soul cannot act with. 
out animal or vital Spirits, fome very minute particles of blood, 
which by cheir ftriking the fiéres and nerves of our brain, or run. 
ning through them, arife or occafion our perceptions and thoughrs., 
That the Soul cannot aét without thefe Particles, they endeavor to 
prove thus: If (he could aét without ‘erm, certainly fhe would, fince 
according co us, her very eflence confifts in thinking; and if the 
fhould aét, we fhould be confcious of her operations: but we are 
not confcious of the operations of the Soul, in a found Sleep, in a 
Swoon, in Drunkennefs, Madnefs, ec. And therefore the Soul coes 
not then aét, being deftirute of vital Spirits, or becaufe thofe unry. 
ly Corpufcles will not obey her orders. Whence they infer, That 
the Soul depends upon the Body in all her operations, and that when 
ihe (hall be feparated from it, fhe fhall lie in a fort of unactivizy 
and filence, or have no other exiftence than that of an infenfible 
Atom, till by fome other happy revolution fhe chances to be united 
ro another body. This is the fhort of whatever Hobés, L 
the Socinians, a late Author, under a Adahometan cifguife, could offer 
more rational againft the Immortality of the Soul. So that if | 
can clear this Objection , I may boaft to haverun down thofe ene- 
mies of Mankind and themfelves. 

In anfwer to ic, I fay that this Sophifm is a continual /eries ot 
falfe or equivocal Suppofitions, which I fhall make appear by {uppo- 
fing nothing but what is plain and unconteftable by our own expe- 
rience. 4. It cannot be deny’d, that there are confus'd and diftinct 
Perceptions. 2- That we remember eafter clearer, than intricate 
Notions. 3. That fimple or feparate Idea’s, tho never fo diftinct, 
cannot be remembred long: but that to be retain’d a confiderabie

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rime, they muft be many in number, concatenated together ina very 
methodical order, aiming all at the fame fcope, and making up what 


we call an Argument, a2 Difcourfe, or a Differtation. 4. Separate 
Idea’s, as the particular objedts cf our Senfes, the words cf fevera! 
Languages, cc. can be engraven on the memory, but ’tis only by 
the repeated {trokes and frequen: courfe of the vical Spirits within 
fome certain nerves of the brain, in which they dig a free paflige, 
and through which afterwards they become apt rorun, as through a 
broad, deep and declining Channel, 5. Confusd Notions proceed 
from different objects, making each together, and at the {ame time, 
their refpective impreffions upon the brain ; fo that when thele im- 
preflions are equally f{trong, they cannot affect the Oval Center , or 
whatever otner place is the feat of the Soul, fo as to rife any diftinct 
Perception: even as Needles could not pierce a Bladder , if their 
fharp ends cover’d its whole furface, fo as to leave noempty place, 
where the skin prefs'd down by each Needle couid {pring up again. 
6. In this ftateof Mortalicy, ’cis neither the Soul nor the Body a- 
lone that are the Man, but Soul and Body united together conftiture 
our Being. This is the caufe that we are not fenfible of many ope- 
rations which the Body performs alone 5 and, onthe contrary, that 
we are not aware of thofe thoughts which the Soul has by her felf 
curing a found Sleep, a Swoon, Fits of Drunkennefs, and Madnels, 
when they are paft,¢c.7.As the Sou} is the nobler part of our felves, 
and that which is to remain entire after death, fo ithas been made 
to rule che motions of the Body, and would {till keep the command 
in all neceflary cccafions, had fhe not fuffer’d her felf to be feduced 
fo far by paffions and corporeal pleafures , as to let the viral Spirits 

ecome unruly, and their motions irregular. Aplain proof of this 
is, tat tho in this general depravation of humane nature, not one 
Man hath kept an abfolute command over the motions of his Body, 
yet thofe who endeavor fo to do, who mind mere the perfection of 
their Soul, than the fatisfaction of their Body, fpiricual than corpo- 
real enjoyments, get fometimes more clear Perceptions in one day, 
than the others in one month, and. I dare fay, in the whole courfe cé. 
their Lives. 

By thefe few and undeniable Propofitions, I hope to clear all the 
Doubts. 
I. Tho we are not fenfible of the operations of the Soul during 
a found Sleep, it follows not that fhe does not think, but only chae 
the vital Spirits, ftriking weakly, but equally, andon all fides the 
feat of the Soul, hinder mutually each others impreffions, fo chee 
there cannot arile from thence any diftinét Notions, to be aa 
an 
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and remember d bY the whole Max, according to the iecond, fiith and 
{ixth Propoftions. We know, by felf-experience, that a Spirit can be 
aware of the motions of Bodies; buc we kaow not thac a Spirit 
having loft its chinking faculty can recover it by any corporeal mo. 
tion, whatfoever 5 and ‘tis but juft, chae the objectors fhou!d fupply 
us with fome inttances of the like nature, before we can adopt {uch 
{trange conceits. 

But as an overplus I (hall add fome probable reafons, which in- 
creafe my perfuafion of the Soul not ceafing to think, eve in the 
deepett fleep. Firft, There is nothing more common than to 
dream, and not to remember our dreams. Nay,thofe confus’d drearns 
leave fometimes fuch extraordinary footlteps behind them, that had 
we the power of Nebuchadnezzar, perhaps we would gather as many 
Aftrologers as he did, to find out what they were. Secondly, It is 
likewife not unufual to dream, that we dream not; for it oft hap. 
pens that the Soul is confcious to her felf her body lies in a fleep, and 
being difpleas’d with that confinement, becaufe the would con- 
remplace fome Ideas wherewith fhe is taken up, fhe forces the viral 
Spirits, that have remain’d about her, to move through the fibres 
and nerves, which are fit toreprefent thofe Ideas, and that wich {uch 
a quick and lively motion, that fhe is apt to infer her body is awake’ 
and not fleeping. Thirdly, Thofe, who axe healehful and usd to 
command their paffions and the motions of their body, may oft 
wake themfelves ac what hour of the night they pleafe, if they 
are firmly refolv’dto do it, for fome important occafion. Now, 
confidering that we can break our fleep meerly by our will, but 
never procure it by that faculty alone, what other reafon of this 
difference can be contriv’d befides this ; that Sleep is a calm and quiet 
ftate of the Body, which the Soul alone cannot produce in it, be- 
caufe Spirits cannot act upon bodies without the help of other bo- 
dies; whereas fhe can difturb that tranquility almoft whenever the 
lifts, becau{ the never refts her felf, but only allows quiernefs to 
the bady for its refrefhment, and that it may ve better able to per- 
form her commands. 

Ii. One may argue in the fame manner of Swoons, as we have 
done of fleep, allowing chat a difeafe puts the Soul in a greater in- 
capecity to command the vital Spirits than wearinefs does. I know 
many {tories concerning this fubjeét, but becaufe I have none whofe 
credibility I canaverr, and I want felf-experience, God having pre- 
ferv’d me hitherto from fuch accidents, I proceed to another head. 

lil. As to Drunkennefs, I lack again felf-experience; for an un- 
civi! company, by forcing ftrong liquors upon me, would rather kill 

me 
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me than make me drunken, that is, difturb my Reafon fo far as ro 
make me talk nonfenfe, difcover the fecrets of my friends, do un- 
becoming actions, and the like. But inftances of this kind are fo 
common, that I have had occafion enough to make obfervations up- 
onthem. 1. There are men fo wary thac knowing, they thll meer 
with acompany, where plentiful Cups will be drunk, and where 
‘tis not fafe for them to talk their mind freely, defire fome of their 
friends to come thither fober, and to pull them by the fleeve, if ae 
any time they went about to difcover themfelves. It has been done 
accordingly, and obferv’d that by this motion, which was fo infen- 
fible, as {carce to be perceiv’'d by the reft of the company, they be- 
came mute ina momenr, and could not be made to {peak upon that 
fubject afcerwards. This thews the great power of the Soul, even 
in chat intoxication and univerfal fedition of the vital Spirits, char 
fhe fhould ftill keep fo much force, as to ftop their unruly motion in 
an inftant, whenever fhe is made aware, that ic will prove dange- 
rous to her well-being. 2. The moft part of Drunkards are not fo 
prudent s however there are few, who drink to that excets as to be 
incapable to pay their reckoning, and to go {taggering home 3 which 
fhews again, that the Sou! is not fo quite depriv’d of her Empire, 
as not to be able to prefervea man from utter deftruction. 3. I 
have feen others, who knowing the Proverb, Jn vino veritas, fuddled 
themfelves on purpofe, to {peak more freely the truth of thofe whom 
they hated orlov’d. I was amazed at it, and fufpecting fome cheat, . 
I examined clofely thefe men, but perceived fo many uncounter- 
feiced figns of drunkennefs, as wild looks, a red face, a ftammering, 
fpeech, fenfelefs difcourfes, a difcompos'd countenance, wavering 
fteps and the like, that I gave over my fufpicions, and concluded 
thac the Soul comes never entirely to lofe the power fhe has over 
the body, as long as its organs are fit for liféand a@ion. The rea-: 
fon of itis plain in this inftance, fince in purfuance of a former refo- 
lution, which fhe remembers ftill at the prefence of thofe whom : 
fhe willaffront or commend, notwithftanding the prefent intoxi- 
cation, fhe can move the unruly fpirits through the fibres and 
nerves of the brain and tongue, that are fit to utrer fuch and fuch 
difcourfes. And tho fuch things may happen undefignedly, yet 
the power of the Sou! isnot much Jefs; for this proves {till, chat 
even in that difturbance of her body, fhe may difcern her friends 
from her foes, and find out means to fawn the former, as well as to 
be revenged from the larter. 

IV. There are:fo many forts of madnefs,that it wou!d require a large 


Volume ta teat of them all; but that.of Nebuchaduexzar — we 
highelt 
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higheft degree, if Ican explain this ftrange Phaaomenon, and 
({hew that the Soul ads rationally, that is to fay, confequently or 
conformably to her perceptions, even in aman who imagines him- 
elf co be abeaft, none may fayany more, thac fhe lies then ina 
{tare of inactivity and filence. 

Firtt of all I would fain ask my Adverfaries, why they eranta 
low degree of reafon to beafts (none of’em forought I kaow being 
3 Cartefan in this point) and deny itto fuch a Madman. For, cheir 
opinion is only grounded upon this, chat beafts by a nacurai infting, 
which they call an inferior fort cf knowledge, feek what is proper 
for che prefervation of cheir being and well being. So did likewife 
our frantick Emperor, for he did not foolithly ftarve himfelf, bur 
not relidhing the meat and drink of men, nor being able to {peak as 
chey do, away he ran into the fields, there to ear grafs with his nes 
Comrades the Oxen, to bellow with them, and to walk fourfooted 
as they de. Had he remained in his Palace, he had proceeded irr- 
tionally, for he had expofed himfelf to an infalliole death, either 
out of hunger, forrow or wearinefs. 

Thence I infer, that a Madman, who proceeds according to his 
falfe perceptions,acts more wilely,than if he did proceed asa healthy, 
fober and well compofed man. This will be taken for a jeft or pa- 
radox by fome pretenders to Wit and Learning; but I never writ fo 
difingenuoufly, or ina ftyle fo unbecoming a Chriftian and my Pro- 
fellion. I fpeak the true fenfe of my mind, and even hope to make 
my affertions fenfible to the meaneft capacity, before I have done 
with ’er. 

Every one is acquainted with the {trange longings of Women, and 
of thofe unlucky Virgins, who are troubled wich the Jaundice. The 
longings of the former are fo {trong, that they will endanger the Mo- 
ther and the Child, if chey be not fpeedily fatisfied, or the Child at 
Jeaft will bear all his life a mark of the diftemper of its Mother. As 
ro the latter, tho their modefty ofcen hinders them frora thewing 
their weaknefs, yet they cannot forbear eating privately Plaifter, 
Ashes and the like, and to keep ’em from it is the right way to kill 
them; for thefe infipid things are {trong Alcalts, that temper the ex- 
ceflive acid of their ftomach. 

Ie goes even fo with Madmen. Nebuchadnezzar, fav, heard and 
relifhed things like an Ox, he bellowed and had the iame longing 
with chofe beaftss and therefore his Sou!, who aimed at the prefer 
vation of the whole Compound, a¢ted rationa!iy or conformably to 
her falfe perceptions, to carry him over into the fields, there to feed 


with thofe beafts; and to proceed otherwife was to expofe the man 


to 2 certain death. Let’s.

That Aden do not remember what they have done cr {aid in a 
racing Fever, or Fits of maanefs. This Affercion proves not exactly 
true, for it goes with thofe diftempers as with Dreams. When the 
courfe of the vital Spirits is foirregalor and confus’d, as to produce 
NO concatenation of Idea’s; tho ‘the Scul be fenfible of them at the 
time of their rife, yet {he cannot remember them, according to the 


Prop. Paz. her capacity is too limited for it,and fhe cannot re- 
tzi fuch Perceptions, even when we are awake. And therefore 
ridiculous Geftures, infignificait Actions, incoherent Difcourfes, 
made or fpoken in Drunkennefs, hot Fevers, and Fits of Madness, 
may and muft needs be quickly forgotten. Bue when the Dream or 
Madnefs confifts in a fcries of Perceptions, aiming all at one defiga, 
and making up together as a whole Scene of imaginary affairs, chey 
may be eafily retain’d, and are likewife commonly fo; fuch is the 
Madnefs of thofe who fancy themfelves to be Emperors, Angels, 
Dead-men, ee. 

I need not to prove, that the Madnefs of Nebuchadnezzar was of 
this laft rank; for ‘tis plain by the facred Hiftory, that he imagin'd 
himfe!lf to bean Ox, and acted according to his Perceptions,he had a 
Beaft’s heart, and ate gras with ‘em. I have prov’d,that this kind of 
Madnefs can be remember’d,and Nebuchadnezzar mutt needs have been 
very fenfible of his own,fince it was but to finifh on condition of his 
Repentance, 7i// thon know that the woft High rules in the Kingdomef Men, 
ana pives it to whomjoever he will, ver.25. At the end of thofe days 1 
Nebuchadnezzar dift up mine eyes unto heaven, and mine underftanding re- 
turn'd unto mes, that is, the right ufe of my Reafon, who wastroubled 
by thar ftrange diftemper. 
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Tho the mad Symptons of thisExperor have nothing incredible 
in them, yet to prevent the impertinent exceptions of fome Would- 
be-wits , ic will not be befides the purpofe to thew their poffibilicy 
by other inftances. Iam apt to believe, that moft of the Afetamor- 
pfes of Ovid have been fram’d upon tuch ftrange Relations mifun- 
cerflood, wreted or abusd. But there is one, wherein che rruch 
of this conjecture does evidently appear, ziz. the renownd diftem- 
per of the daughters of Pretus King of Argos, who lived about 2693 
of the world, as my Authors Gy. The Heathen Fables tell us, chat 
thefe two or three Princefles having prefum’d to prefer themtelves 
to the GoddefS 7ui0, fhe turn’d them into Cows. But Virgi/, more 
ingenuous and reafonable than the deluding Priefts of the Idolaters, 
gives fufficiently to_underftand , that it was but a Madnefs which 
made thofe Princeffes bellow, run through the Fields, and be afraid 


of the Plough like Cows.

His ancient and learned Commientator Servius calls thofe Princeffes 
Lvjfippe, Hipponce, and Cyrianaffz, and adds, that A@c/ampixs a Phyfician, 
Son to Amythaon, having obtain’d from Pratus, Cyrianaffa in marriage, 
with pare of his Kingdom for her Portion, he cur’d them all three, 
by pacifying 7ano with Sacrifices, and dying EL with black Edebornm, 
according to Plizy | a Fountain wherein they ufed to drink. The 
matter of Faét is fo certain, that the whole Hiftory was engraven on 
a Stone near this Fountain, as may be collefed from an Epigram 
extant in Vitruvius, |. 8. ¢.3. But what need I other Proofs for 
thofe contradicting Spirits, than to fend them to Bethlehem-Hofpiral, 
Or aux petites maifons de Parw, where they will find many Nebuchad- 
nexzars, and wherein the leaft of cheir defertsis to be fecur’d for all 


their life.

F only the Ingenious wich whom I am acquainted had been pleas’d 

to fupply me with fome Papers, I had notbeen obliged to apply 
my felf tofo many {Ciences foreign to my profeffion. I rely’d chiefly 
ppon you for Philofophical and Mathematical entertainments 5 bur 
hitherto, you have not thought either the publick, or thele Asemoirs 
worthy of your pains. Donot therefore expect great performances 
from a young beginner in Mathematicks. I prefent you with rhe 
folution of three Algebraical Problems, becaufe they have puzzled 
fome of my Mafters. The two firft are taken out of the Syaopfs 
Alvebraica, printed for the ufe of the Boys of Chriff's Hofpital, atthe 
expences of Mr. Edw. Brewjter, at the Crane in S. Panl’s Church- 
yard, fo that I chought them acapted tomy capacity : Whereas it 
feems, that the Acthor ence2vour'd to find out fuch queflions as 
appear very eafv at the firft fight, tho they are difficule at the bot- 
tom. Astothe reft his method is pretty {hore and plain. 

Perhaps fome Readers will centure me for applying ivy felfto a 
fcience, which they look upon as an unnecefiary curiolitv, and much 
more for prefuming to infert the folution of fome Algebraical 
Problems in thefe Memoirs.

ie the cefign of thefe Memoirs engages me to infert fome 
ftrange Phenomena of Phyfick in thefe Papers 5 yet Ido not pre- 

tend to erect my {elf into an Inrerprerer of all the fecrets of Nature, 
{ince (he hos a great many, which fhe keeps conceal’d from het 
deare(t Mofie. Lam content with bearing the part of a faichful Hi- 
fiorian, who endeavours to diltinguith berween credible Kelations, 
Ccc2 and 
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and groundlefs Reports; being neither too ready to believe out of 
wea'nefs and admiration, nor too forward to reject out of pride 
and felf-conceit. And therefore I take fometimes the liberty to pro- 
pofe my difficulties to che greateft Artifts, among whom, the pub. 
lick voice, your happy Cures, and your Learned Books, hive juftly 
rank’d you. 

In 1624, one fobn Stevinfon, Servant to the Earl of Anchram, ha- 
ving the Palate, or Veula of his Mouth down, endeavour'd to pull 
it up with a Bodkin, five inches long, taken ou: of a Tweezer, 
and of the figure that is here reprefented. But the Palate getting 




















hold of the broad end of it, which he had put into his Mouth, 
took it quite out of his hand, where he had only the liccle end; fo 
chat he fuck’d ic down with his breath. Ie remaind five weeks 
within his Stomach, that he fele bur little pain, only if he fhould 
chance to lye on the fide of the point, it would prick him, and 
wake him in the night, were he in never fo found a fleep: After- 
wards it defcended from the Stomach into the {mall Guts 5 where 
by reafon of the windings of the bowels, it causd fuch an intolera- 
ble pain as to make the Patient fall into frequent fwoons. In that 
lamentable condition, he went to Sir Theodore de Mayerne for coun- 
fel, who began the cure by the frequent injection of Clyfters, made 
np efpecially of a good quantity of Butter and Ov!, to open the paf- 
f2ges, and make them more flippery. Then he purg’d him with 
an Infafion of Sena, wherein AZanxa and Caffia were diluted ; which 
produc’d fo much effect as to convey the Bodkin into the great 
Guts, and by degrees through al! the inteftins ; only it ftay’d amonth 
on the right fide, where ic was thought it would have bred an Im- 
poftume,and burft through it. To prevent this, Sir Theodore order’d 
him to go twicea week into a Bath of more than warmWarter, and 
there to drink a pint of Olive-oy] with Sugar, to drink another pine 
of Oy! every morning, a quart of Whey an hour after, and tomake 
as much exercifeas he could. By thefe laxative liquors, the Bodkin 
wascarry’d away as by atorvent, and voided with the excrements, 
without any exulceration, nor even inflammation. The pain had 
brought the Patient very low, but foon after he recover’d a perfect 
health. He was yet alive 22 years after, /une 17, 1647, being then 
so years of age: at which time, he fubfcrib’d an atteftation -

Mr. Dupuy, a learned French Phyfician, whom the late perfecution 
has fore?d to take Sanétuary in this Country, has communicated to 
me an obfervation of his of the fame kind, but with different and 
remarkable circumftances.In the month of Aday, 1669, being at Fox- 
taine-le Comte,Capital of Lower Poiétou,he was fetcht by aSurgeon for 
a fick Woman,whomhe found lying in bed. She told him that ever 
fince § months, fhe had been troubied with a violent pain in the mid- 
dle of the leftButtock.But'coming to view that part,he perceiv’d there 
neither pulfation,heat,inflammation,tenfion,nor any other of the acci- 
dents that ufe to preceedimpoftumes. However feeling chat herPulfe 
was irregular,feeing her face overheated,and hecring her complain of 
a violent thirft,he judged that in the middle of that Buttock, there 
was an interior [mpoftume, chiefly becaufe fhe was troubled with 
a languilhing Fever thac redoubled upon her every evening. And 
therefore he ordered the Surgeon to prepare a dreffing, and then to 
pierce the affected part with a Lancet, but there came nothing out 
of it.
